All peoples are 
a product of their. history and 
economics. We have had our 
own peculiar isolation. And so 
has Britain. She has felt, despéte 


her close geographical relation- 
ship to Europe, that she is not, | 
and has never been, ‘a part of 
Europe."’ The British attitude of 
the past is best illustrated by a 
somewhat old, but respectable 
story. Many years ago terrific 
storms and fog swept the British 
Isles. All shipping and communi- 
cations were halted. British news- 
papers carried the headline: 

“Continent Isolated From 
Britain.” 

Today the Briton who does not 
realize that he is ‘a part of 
Europe,”’ is as much the human 
mole as the American who be- 
lieves that what happens in 
Europe, or the world in general, 
is of no concern to him. 

There are many points of dif- 
ference. 


Fears 


The British fear, with France, 
German rearmament. The Ameri- 
can urges it, having no fear. Ger- 
man armies have never prepared | 
to land on our shores. Enemy 
bombers have never destroyed our 
cities. Britain lived with both 
experiences during the last creat 
war. France has three times been 
occupied by German armies. 

Britain, having exhausted much 
of what was a small store of God- 
given raw materials, lives by 
trade. This country, still drawing 
on a depleted, but yet vast re- 
serve of God-given resources, is 
just beginning to wonder if, after 
all, freer trade isn't a good thing. 

Therefore, we often take an 
angry view of British trade. Even 
though we, too, ship to Red 
China, we grow angry at Britain 


internationally regulated and in- 
volves no strategic goods. 

Our butter is part of this story. 

We recently very much wished 
to sell the Russians $23,000,000 
worth of our stored butter. But 
we would have sold it at the world 
price—and that happens to be less 
than the American housewife 
pays. This would have been 
litical suicide—and so we didn't 
sell—and we keep on buying and 
storing—at great cost to the tax- 
payer. 

So, we come to this point. 

The British face the fact that 
if there is to be no war in Korea 
that the tremendous needs of the 
vast Russian market will have to 


be met by world trade. To date | 


our leaders haven't told us as 
much. Nor have our leaders made 
clear to us the plain fact that the 
nations of Europe which must live 
by trade, are not allowed to do 
much business with us. The Rus- 
sian market is a par of the 
peacetime problem 

The great task of the two peo- 
ples is to see these, and other 
things. and to bring the two di- 
vergent attitudes—which will not 
change—closer together. 

That's just one of the jobs of 
diplomacy.

The discount rate is the rate of 
interest at which member banks 
may borrow from the federal re- 
serve system. Lowering the rate 
makes it cheaper and easier for 
member banks, which include most 
of the nation’s commercial banks, 
to borrow money which they in 


turn can lend to businessmen and § 


the public. 

However, present bank condi- 
tions indicate that in permitting a 
lower discount rate at this time, 


the reserve .board may have had, 


its eye principally on the psycho- 
logical effect in the business world. 

Bank loans ‘are half a. billion 
dollars lower now than they were 
at this time a year ago.

A movie theater employe 
pleaded guilty yesterday to a 
misdemeanor charge that he “‘at- 
tempted to commit a violent in- 
lury on the person’ of a nine- 
year-old girl and was sentenced 
to 12 months in jail.

Georgia has a “loyalty oath” require- 
ment, and all who belong to subversive 
organizations must answer up or take the 
risk of being caught and exposed. 


The list of such organizations which 
Georgia will use is the one prepared by 
the attorney general of the United States, 
with the aid of the FBI. All organizations 
on it aré listed as un-American and as be- 
ing hostile to the American system of 
government. Some are under the heading 
“subversive.” Others are listed as un- 
American outfits which ‘‘adopted a policy 
of advocating or approving the commis- 
sion of acts of force and violence to deny 
others their rights under the Constitution 
of the United States.” 


Under this heading comes the Ku Klux 
Klan and its imitators. 


Officials who will administer the new 
loyalty oath say they will not ask em- 
ployes about Klan membership. They will 
limit the inquiry to the subversive, and let 
the un-American slide. 

We can understand. 
barrassing. 


But, for the record, let us note that 
the State of Georgia did revoke the Klan’s 
charter. And the State of Georgia did 
unmask the Klan. 


So, on the record, Georgia, too, admits 
the Klan is un-American. 


A lot of people join organizations in 
their youth, or in a fit of political fever, 
and are afterward sorry and wish very 
much to be forgiven and to forget it all. 
Right now we think highly of Commu- 
nists, such as Bentley and Chambers, who 
have recanted and said they are sorry for 
having been Communists. They've become 
heroes of a sort. 

But, anyhow, the Klan is listed with 
the attorney general's un-American organ- 
izations—along with the Commies and 
others of such low degree.

Struggle for Indochina 


The stepped-up Communist offensive in 
Indochina coincides with the diplomatic of- 
fensive against the French being staged in 
Berlin by Molotov. It is deliberately de- 
signed to accent Molotov’s appeals to 
France and directed against that unhappy 
country’s weariness with the Indochinese 
War. 

It’s anybody’s guess what will happen. 
It is no guess, however, that the Indo- 
china situation is of vital concern to the 
Eisenhower administration and to Ameri- 
can interests in Asia. It is unlikely that 
we can or will sit idiy by and let this 
vital area—the key to Southeast Asia and 
its vast storehouse of raw materials—fall 

to the Reds. 

Indochina is just as important to 
American interests as was Korea. If the 
situation should become serious enough, 
it will be another Korea. We may as well 
condition ourselves to that fact. 

In the meantime, more American aid 
will be forthcoming, including the aircraft 
and maintenancé crews the French are 
asking. The alternative seems to be that 
otherwise Indochina will go the way of the 
Chinese mainland. That must not happen. 

French weariness in Indochina can 
perhaps be understood in comparing it to 
our own tiredness of the Korean struggle. 
Compared to our own manpower, their 
proportionate losses from more than seven 
years of war there have been greater. 
Their monetary expenditures have been 
equal to the total of American aid to 
French recovery. 

Any way we look at it, the Indochinese 
situation is serious. Wishing will not bring 
it to an end.

The six families, he said, 
use a slit trench in the back for sanitary 
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purposes. All six get water from the rear 
of an old, unoceupied house. 


Athens is moving to remedy conditions 
like that through two new housing proj- 
ects, one for Negroes and one for whites. 


Nationally, the President would relieve 
similar conditions through a three-point 
program: Neighborhood rehabilitation and 
prevention of slums, conservation and im- 
provement of existing housing and com- 
bined public housing and federal loan pro- 
grams intended to provide decent hous- 
ing for low-income families. 

There may be differences of opinion as 
to details, but surely no one can deny the 
soundness of the basic program nor the 
need for it. 


Poor housing isn’t something remote— 
in the slums of the metropolis. It is some- 
thing that every city, large or small, can 
find in its own back yard. It is a problem 
that every progressive community is fac- 
ing up to and attempting to solve.

Opens New Opportunittes 


The people of Georgia will endorse 
whpleheartedly efforts of the Georgia 
Ports Authority to attract new industries 
to the state. Both exports and imports 
have a major role to play in our develop- 
ing economy and foreign trade is definite- 
ly important to the state's future.

wrapped wire around an oatmeal 
box and stuck a wirewound smaller 
box inside to make what they 
called a variocoupler. Then, by in- 
structions in the American Boy, we 
hooked the gadget up to a $10 vac- 
uum tube, tied the whole contrap.- 
tion to a wire strung to the wood- 


‘shed roof, put on headphones and 


heard that faint, small voice from 
the wireless transmitter in the cap- 
ital city 75 miles away. 


That was about the time C. F. 
(Harry) Daugherty, now chief en- 
gineer for WSB and WSB-TV, first 
sat down at the transmitter panel 
to see that the station covered 
Dixie as it was supposed to. 


The pioneer radio sets had what 
was hook-up—they whistled every 
time they came to a station. The 
whistle was from the regenerative 
or feed-back circuit. Edwin Arm- 
strong changed all that by his in- 
vention of the superheterodyne cir- 
cuit, from which there has been 
little deviation since. He gave us 
FM, too, and the portable set, hav- 
ing designed the first one in 1923 
to carry with him on his honey- 
moon. 

I thought about Armstrong Sun- 
day when The Redhead asked in 
rapid succession what makes a 
light bulb light, why does a tele- 
phone talk, and how does the radio 
sound and the TV picture get from 
Atlanta to our house.

And then I read Monday that 
Armstrong, the radio engineer, 
had died in New York. All honor 
to the man who took the whistle 
out of radio reception.

Some Pigeoneers? 


From homing pigeons to the atomic subma- 
rine would seem to cover quite a span of naval 
history, but it only has been a decade. 


Pigeons were carried aboard some Navy craft during World 
War IT. at least for a while, and the YP 395 was one of them. 


Pigeons were not her only 
characteristics 
alongside a dock. 


The 395 was a large cabin cruis- 
er of shallow draft, considerable 
elegance and little or no offensive 
value. She was one of many of the 
same general type that went into 
service in 1942 when east coast 
waters apparently contained more 
Axis submarines than Allied naval 
vessels. At that period anything 
that could pick up survivors of tor- 
pedoed merchantmen, take a coat 
of gray paint and mount a souve- 
nir gun from some _ courthouse 
square could qualify for the Navy. 


The YP 395 was without radar, 
without sound gear, and her depth 
charges were mounted on a home 
made rack of angle iron. They 
never were released for fear they 
would blow the bottom out of her, 
but the psychological effect was 
excellent. There was an antique 
field piece mounted aft which 
mever was fired but gave her a 
warlike profile. Two 50 caliber 
machine guns which worked, and 
small arms and bayonets for land- 
ing parties and to repel boarders 
completed her armory. 

She had twin screws, considera- 
ble cruising range, and pigeons. 
She worked out of Port Ever- 
glades, Fla. on patrol and éven es- 
cort duty. The theory was that al- 
though unequipped for war, any 
marauding sub picking up the 
sound of her screws would figure 
she was a destroyer, and flee. 
In case of disaster she would 
be there to pick up survivors. As 
things worked out the 395 constant- 
ly was in danger, but from friend- 
ly ships. With no radar or running 
lights she flew blind at night and 
escapes from being rammed were 
many and miraculous. Prouder

The birds were soaked 
in any sort of weather, and were 
droopy, dirty, and complaining. 
One was freed daily with a coded 
position report. This supplemented 
radio reports, and probably served 
to train the pigeon for other, more 
serious duties. 

The Port Everglades base had a 
loft, and the first call after reveille 
each morning was ‘‘Now hear this. 
Pigeoneer 1-c, USN, stands a lone- 
loft."’ There were pigeons at sea, 
and there were pigeons and re- 
minders of pigeons ashore. 

The converted pleasure craft and 
pigeon phase of World War II 
never has heen done justice by 
historians, and probably never will 
be in the atomic rush of events 
now under way. It would be com- 
forting to a lot of obsolete former 
sailors to know that somewhere a 
Pigeoneer 1-c, USN, stands a lone- 
ly vigil waiting for his bird to come 
in, and that the Navy of atomic 
subs, supercarriers and guided 
missiles is not as mechanical as it 
sounds.

tional Multiple Sclerosis Society known cure. Finding a cure and 


said in Atlanta yesterday that 
there are some 250,000 victims of 
multiple sclerosis in the nation— 
and more than 500 in the Atlanta 
area. 

Dr. Walter Freeman, professor 
of neurology at George Washing- 
ton University, Washington, D.C.. 
who founded the Multiple Sclerosis 
Society seven years ago, defined 
multiple sclerosis or MS as a dis- 
ease of the central nervous sys- 
tem which disturbs bodily func- 
tions. 

He said symptoms include stiff- 
ness of legs, tremors of the hands. 
disturbances of vision and extreme 
weakness. He explained symptoms 
come and go but they may be 
‘materially helped’ by proper 
treatment, including drugs, diet, 
physical therapy and other pro- 
cedures. 


better methods of treatment is the 
primary aim of research scientists 
Studying the disease. 


Multiple sclerosis is more prev- 


alent in Northern sections of the 
country than in the South, Dr. 


Freeman said. He noted climate 
seems ta have some effect on the 
disease. He stressed MS is ‘not 
contagious in the ordinary sense.”’ 

Dr. Freeman said a local chap- 
ter of the National Multiple 
Sclerosis Society was established 
in Atlanta about a year ago. All 
local chapters will take part in a 
national fund-raising drive to be- 
gin April 20. 

Sixty per cent of the funds 
raised, he said, will be used for 
local organization, clinics and re- 
habilitation for MS patients. The 
other 40 per cent, he noted, will 


go to the national society for dis- 
tribution on research grants. 


The national goal this year is . 


$1,400,000—and the goal of the at- 
lanta chapter is $25,000. -

It seems like an impressive program but that wouldn't tempt 
me from my own fireside of a night. Many PTAs manage by ° 
hook or crook to snag a good speaker. (I know, because I’ve 
helped to trap a few unwary experts into speaking at my PTA 
in my time.) 

But there is something about the Bass organization which 
deserves attention—and I think after pondering it awhile it must 
be that school’s attitude. Often teachers and parents themselves 
regard a parent’s presence at school as a bit of troublesome 
interference, to be tactfully and politely handled but by no means 
heartily welcomed. 

At Bass they have somehow gone back to the old relationship 
which prevailed in the days when the only schools provided were 
paid for directly out of the parents’ pockets. Those people were 
shelling out for their children’s education and they wanted to 
make darned sure they were getting their money's worth. They 
knew the teachers intimately. They held their sociate and their 
town council meetings at the school. 

As W. J. Scott, principal at Bass, said, interpreting the PTA 
theme, ‘‘The true relationship between the family and the school 
becomes crystal clear when we recall that, historically, the 
school is an extension of the home. Each is inclined to take the 
other for granted until some major catastrophe, such as war, 
deprives each of the other, the school destroyed and the family 
thrown upon its own resources for improving itself.’’ 

They strive to get the entire family together for their parties 
and meetings. They call Bass ‘‘the school on a hill,”’ not just 
because) it happens to be situated on a fine grassy summit but 
because of something taken from Mort's ‘Principles of School 
Administration.’’ 

“The school,’ says this writer, ‘‘should always be a school 
ona hill. Out of the valleys into which the light of sun shines 
dimly come boys and girls and young people up where the sun 
shines brighter. There they learn how to live according to de- 
signs: There they learn to live according to finer designs. 

“Each evening they carry part of this light back into the 
valley, slowly but surely transforming it. This change in the 
community itself becomes an index of the effectiveness of the 
school. We see it in agriculture and homemaking. We should 
be able to see it in the radio music we hear, in magazines on 
the newsstands, in books in the bookstore window, in the pattern 
of human relationships in the home, on the street, in the com- 
munity and in the workshop.’”’

Leg ot Lamb Roast and Chops 
Timely Grace to Dinner Table

There’s more to lamb than 
met even Mary’s eye. Besides 
gaining worldwide popularity, 
lamb main dishes have become 
year-round favorites. 

Among the most handsome of 
all roasts is the Frenched leg 
of lamb. This makes a piece de 
resistance for any ‘‘occasion’”’ 
meal. ‘ 
The fell or thin’ paper-like 
covering, should not be re- 
moved from the meat. The 
roast will cook in less time and 
the fell aids in holding the 
shape of the leg during cooking 
and in keeping juices im the 
meat. 

For a more compact roast, 
there’s the American style leg 
which has the bone removed 
and the shank meat tucked in- 
side the leg.

5 to 6-poung leg of lamb

Winter Avocado 
Bolsters Menu 
By Variation 


Winter avocados are arriving 
just in time to bolster the sea- 
son's menus. If the fruit is 
firm, keep at room tempera- 
ture to ripen. 

There are dozens of ways to 
serve avocado in combination 
with other foods. Cube or dice 
the fruit and combine with sea 
food for a dinner appetizer, cut 
it in slender slices and arrange 
with orange or grapefruit sc- 
lections. as a salad, or fill an 
avocado half with creamed tur- 
key for an elegant entree. 
Also, to Berve at parties, re- 
member that delicious dip for 
crackers or potato chips made 
of mashed avocado seasoned 
with a little grated onion, salt 
and lemon juice.
